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His leadership has been crucial in helping guide Alabama through a petiod that has 
been, at times, extremely challenging, His guidance and effort helped Alabama ath- 
letics weather the storm, while continuing to move in a positive direction toward a 
uture that holds great promise. 


Moote’s dedication to, and love of, the University of Alabama was recognized on 
March 28, 2007, when as a permanent tribute to his lifelong contributions to The 
University of Alabama, the Board of Trustees of The University of Alabama System 
officially dedicated the facility formerly known as The Football Building as the M: 
M. Moote Athletic Facility. 


Under Mootre’s direction, Alabama’s athletic teams have produced three national 
championships — the 2009 football title and the 2002 and 2011 NCAA gymnastics 
championships — as well as several Southeastern Conference championships, win- 
ning titles in football, gymnastics, men’s basketball, women’s golf, men’s golf, men’s 
cross country, baseball and softball; taking SEC tournament titles in both basebal 
and softball.

During a coaching career that spanned 31 years, Moore spent 22 of those at Ala- 
bama with stops at Montana State, Notre Dame and the NFL’s St. Louis/Phoenix 
Cardinals. At Alabama, Moote started as a graduate assistant under Coach Bryant in 
1964, then as defensive backfield coach for six seasons (1965-70) before becoming 
quarterbacks coach ftom 1971-82, serving as the Tide’s first offensive coordinator 


starting in 1975. He would go on to coordinate all of the offensive plays for several 
of Alabama’s national championship football teams. 


A 1963 graduate of The University of Alabama, Moore holds both an undergradu- 
ate degree in sociology and a 1964 Mastet’s degree in secondary education from the 
Capstone. Moore was born December 19, 1939, in Dozier, Ala. He and the late Mrs. 
Charlotte Moore have one daughter, Mrs. Steve (Heather) Cook of Scottsdale, Ariz., 
a granddaughter, Anna Lee, and a grandson, Chatles Cannon.

The University of Alabama soccer field was the first home of UA soccer and it 
saw its first action on Oct. 2, 1994, as Alabama played Furman. UA earned its 
first victory on its home pitch on Oct. 22, 1994, against UNC Charlotte. The 
Tide moved into the complex in 2004 and it now hosts 1,500 fans. The Tide has 
compiled a 99-53-10 overall record on campus and a 36-29-4 ledger since playing 
at the Alabama Soccer Complex. Alabama has only had three losing seasons on 
its home turf and posted nine wins on the field in 1996 and a perfect 6-0 mark 
in 1995. In 2008 the Tide opened the season with a school record six straight 
shutout victories. Alabama has posted five or more wins on campus on 15 dif- 
ferent occasions.

Alabama head coach Todd Bramble enters his fourth 
season managing the Crimson Tide. In just three sea- 
sons the former Clemson coach has given the Alabama 
faithful much to look forward to. 


In his third season at the Capstone the Alabama soccer 
team finished with an 8-8-2 record, the second time in 
three seasons that the Tide has finished .500 or better. 


Bramble led the Tide to an undefeated start in the first 
five matches of the league season which marks the 
first time since 1995 an Alabama squad has done so. 
Over that span the Tide earned a 1-1 draw against No. 
6 Florida, which marked the first points against the 
Gators since 2005. 


Individually, three players nabbed All-SEC honors, 
which tied the 2004 team for the most in school 
history. Goalkeeper Justine Bernier became the first 
Alabama player to earn first team accolades since 
1999, Forward Victoria Frederick was named to the 
second team and newcomer Molly Atherton nabbed 


all-freshman honors. 


Bernier also became just the second player in school 
history to be named a first team NSCAA All-Region 
selection. Over the course of the season the goal- 
keeper broke the school record in saves and shutouts. 


In the classroom the team excelled once again, earning 
the NSCAA Academic Team Award. Brooke Rogers 
and Frederick were named to the NSCAA Scholar 
All-South Region team. Rogers was also named to 

the SEC Community Service team and the CoSIDA 
All-District team. 


In his second season at the helm Bramble welcomed 
11 new players to the fold as he started to sculpt the 
program. The team finished 6-11-1 overall in the 
rebuilding year but did earn some big wins. 


The Crimson Tide claimed the Red Raider Classic 
tournament title by defeating host Texas Tech in thrill- 
ing fashion by netting a goal in the final seconds of 
the final overtime. Alabama then went on to beat TCU 
to earn the team title. 


Individually goalkeeper Justine Bernier was named to 
the All-SEC second team as she paced the league in 
saves per game and ranked second in saves made. 


Off the field Alabama was recognized by the NSCAA 
for its academic achievements, garnering the organiza- 
tion’s team award. Also four individuals were named to 
the NSCAA All-South Region Scholar Team as Alex 
Butera, Grace Lawson, Victoria Frederick and Brooke 
Rogers garnered the honors. 


In just his first season at the helm of the Crimson 
Tide, Todd Bramble immediately made his mark. 
Bramble led Alabama to a 9-9-2 overall record and a 
4-6-1 mark in Southeastern Conference play. The four 
wins were the most by any Alabama team since 2004 
and the four victories in the first seven games of the 
conference slate was the most since 1998. Alabama 
also earned its first appearance to the SEC Tourna- 
ment since 2004. 


COACHES AND STAFF 


Head coach Todd Bramble earned his 100th career 
victory with a 1-0 shutout win over Texas Tech on 
Sept. 17, at the Alabama Soccer Stadium. 


Alabama made an incredible transformation on the 
defensive end as the Crimson Tide posted eight shut- 
outs, including a school record six clean sheets to start 
the home slate. The eight shutouts rank third all-time 
at Alabama and ranked second in the league during the 
2008 campaign. 


Individually Brooke Rogers became the first Alabama 
player to earn all-conference accolades since 2004, by 
being named to the second team. Nine players under 
the watch of Bramble posted career years, including 
seniors Kailey Corken and Jessica Deegan. Corken 
paced the Tide with 17 points on seven goals and three 
assists while Deegan capped off her career with four 
goals and four assists. 


Bramble took over the Crimson Tide after a successful 
seven-year stint as head coach at Clemson University. 


“Todd’s record of on-field achievement and success 

in the classroom made him a standout candidate for 
out job at Alabama,” UA Director of Athletics Mal 
Moore said upon Bramble’s hiring, “Todd has a proven 
resume of consistent success and is a good fit to lead 
our program to the next level. He’s a proven evaluator 
of talent, a strong recruiter, and a hard worker who 
will field a tough, smart, competitive team.” 


During Bramble’s tenure at the helm of the program, 
he took the Lady Tigers to the NCAA Tournament 
every season reaching the NCAA Elite Eight once and 
the NCAA Sweet 16 twice. In addition, his teams have 
finished in the top 25 nationally five times and have 
placed in the top three in the Atlantic Coast Confer- 
ence three times. Bramble had an 80-51-17 overall 
record and did not have a losing season at Clemson. 


“Tt’s a tremendous honor to be joining such a pres- 
tigious academic institution and an athletic depart- 
ment with a rich tradition of success,” Bramble said. 
“Alabama made such a strong impression on me and 
my wife that the opportunity from a professional 
standpoint and being able to move our family to the 
Tuscaloosa community was impossible to pass up.” 
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In 2007, Bramble led Clemson to the NCAA Tout- 
nament for the seventh straight year advancing to 
the second round before falling to 15th-ranked Ten- 
nessee, 1-0. The Tigers posted a 10-6-5 record with 
victories over 23rd-ranked Long Beach State and 
seventh-ranked South Carolina. Bramble’s Tigers 
played nine ranked teams in 2007 and posted an 
impressive 8-2-1 home record. Three Tigers earned 
All-ACC honors and two players were recognized as 
ESPN the Magazine Academic All-District. 


Bramble has 18 career wins over top 25 teams in- 
cluding two top-five wins on the road in 2004 when 
the Lady Tigers won at fourth-ranked Texas and 
fifth-ranked Texas A&M. It marked the first time in 
20 years, since the men’s soccer team did it in 1984, 
that a Clemson program defeated top-five teams in 
consecutive road games. 


Bramble’s teams have had an equally impressive 
record in the classroom as they have had on the 
soccer field. The Lady Tigers posted a 3.0 or better 
cumulative team grade point average all 13 semes- 
ters that he led the team and have recorded a 3.25 
or better team GPA for the last seven semesters. 


In addition, each of the program’s seven NSCAA 
Academic All-American selections played under 
Bramble. 


Bramble served as the top assistant under Clemson 
head men’s soccer coach Trevor Adair from 
1995-99. The Tigers had three top-12 seasons and 
reached the NCAA Tournament Quarterfinals twice 
and the Sweet 16 three times in those five seasons. 
The 1998 team finished with a 22-2 overall record 
and a number-one final regular season national 
ranking and won the ACC Championship that 


season. 


Prior to being an assistant men’s coach at Clemson, 
Bramble also served under Adair as an assistant at 
Brown University in Providence, R. I., from 1991- 
94. The 1994 Brown team advanced to the NCAA 
Quarterfinals. 


Prior to joining Clemson as the head women’s 
coach, Bramble was the head coach of the men’s 
soccer program at Butler University in Indianapolis 
for the 2000 season. 


Bramble has also coached at the international level, 
where he was an assistant coach for the United 
States under-17 national team that competed in the 
World Championships in 1999. 


Bramble received a degree in Business Management 
from Mercer University in Macon, Ga., in 1995. He 
was an all-conference goalkeeper at Mercer before 
spending one year in the National Professional 
Soccer League with the Memphis Rogues (1989-90). 
The native of Atlanta, Ga., is married to the former 
Cindy Rivard. The couple has two children: Cole 
and Morgan. 


Career Capsule at Clemson: In 2007, Bramble 

led Clemson to the NCAA Tournament for the 
seventh straight year advancing to the second round 
before falling to Southeastern Conference foe 
15th-ranked Tennessee, 1-0. The Tigers posted a 
10-6-5 record with victories over 23rd-ranked Long 
Beach State and seventh-ranked South Carolina. 
Bramble’s Tigers played nine ranked teams in 2007 
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and posted an impressive 8-2-1 home record. Three 
Tigers earned All-Atlantic Coast Conference and 
two players were recognized as ESPN the Magazine 
Academic All-District. 


The 2006 Lady Tigers reached the NCAA Elite 
Eight and were ranked in a tie for 14th in the final 
NSCAA poll. Bramble’s team achieved an NCAA 
Tournament first in 2006 when the team advanced 
three consecutive matches in tournament play by 
winning penalty kicks, tying Vanderbilt, Oklahoma 
State and Stanford in regulation before advancing 
on penalty kicks in all three matches. The Lady 
Tigers recorded two wins over top 25 teams, includ- 
ing a 2-1 victory over ninth-ranked Wake Forest at 
Riggs Field. The team finished the season with an 
11-8-5 overall record and four Lady Tigers earned 
All-ACC accolades in 2006. 


During the 2005 season, Clemson finished with a 
9-9-2 overall record and participated in the NCAA 
Tournament in Chapel Hill, N.C. That year then 
unranked Clemson recorded two upsets over top-12 
teams, sixth-ranked Duke and 12th-ranked Wake 
Forest. Three Lady Tigers were named to the All- 
ACC Second-Team. 


In 2004, Clemson finished with a 10-8-2 record 
overall and advanced to the NCAA Tournament for 
the 11th straight season in the program’s history.

A former assistant coach and player at Clemson for 
Alabama head coach Todd Bramble, Tatum Clowney 
joined the Crimson Tide staff as assistant coach in 
December of 2007. 


Clowney enters her fourth season on the Crimson Tide 
bench alongside Bramble in 2011. She is involved in 
every aspect of the program, including scouting op- 
ponents and day-to-day operations. Off the field, her 
main responsibilities include evaluating and recruiting 


players and video analysis. She also holds her premier 
coaching license 


“Having Tatum join me on the Alabama staff has been 
extremely important to our transition here,” Bramble 
said. “Her familiarity with my philosophies enhance my 
belief that organization and attention to detail are im- 
perative to the success of the student-athletes on and 
off the field.” 


Clowney, who also was an assistant coach at Charleston 
Southern University (2004-05) in Charleston, S.C., and 
at Converse College (2003) in Spartanburg, S.C., con- 
tinues a long association with Bramble that dates to her 
playing days at Clemson. Clowney spent two seasons 
as a full-time assistant under Bramble at Clemson. She 
was a volunteer assistant for Bramble and the Tigers in 
2006 and was promoted to a full-time position for the 
2007 season. Clowney played for the Tigers from 1998 
through 2001, when Bramble was an assistant coach 
for the men’s team (through 1998) and was the head 
coach of the Tigers her last season of action (2001). 


“Tn all the various responsibilities that are thrown at as- 
sistant coaches, she is competent at everything,” Bram- 
ble said. “She relates well with the players, is a great 
mentor, understands tactics and can teach technique. 
Tatum is on the fast-track in this profession and I am 
fortunate to be able to have her on my staff during this 
crucial period that will determine the success we have 
in the future.” 


“The opportunity to continue my coaching career with 
Todd Bramble was an important factor behind my de- 
cision to join the staff at Alabama,” said Clowney. “I 
was very excited to join an institution with such a rich 
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athletic tradition, top-notch facilities and great univer- 
sity support. The atmosphere in Tuscaloosa provides 
the same type of family atmosphere that our coaching 
staff seeks to build with our team.” 


Clowney has enjoyed a high level of success as both 
player and a coach. She was a member of the Clemson 
team from 1998-2001, a period during which the Lady 
Tigers had some of their most successful seasons, ad- 
vancing to the NCAA Sweet 16 all four years, reaching 
the Elite Eight twice (1999 and 2000) and winning the 
school’s first ACC title. Clemson finished that season 
ranked fifth nationally in the final NSCAA poll. 


Clowney scored 10 goals and recorded 18 assists dur- 
ing her career. The 18 assists in 77 career games ranks 
ninth in Clemson history. Clowney was named the 
team’s Most Improved Player as a sophomore in 1999. 
She was named to the ACC Academic Honor Roll in 
2001 and 2002. Clowney also received the ACC Top 
Six Award for her dedication to community service. 
Clowney was a member of the Region III South Team 
that won a gold medal in the 2001 Olympic Festival in 
Chicago, Ill., and was a member of the National “B” 
team player pool in 2001. She played professionally for 
the Charlotte Speed in 1999 and the Atlanta Classics in 
2000 and 2001. 


Clowney also has been a standout as a coach and re- 
cruiter. In two years at Charleston Southern she helped 
bring in that program’s most decorated recruiting class 
ever. Soccer Buzz ranked the 2005 Buccaneers’ recruit- 
ing class as the best in the Big South Conference and 
ranked the group in the top 25 regionally. While in 
Charleston, Clowney also coached the Mount Pleasant 
Soccer Club team. 


Clowney has served on the coaching staff for the state 
of South Carolina’s Olympic Development Program, 
the Alabama Olympic Development Program and on 
the Region HI staff. She has also worked with various 
clubs throughout South Carolina and Alabama. 


A native of Greenville, S.C., and a graduate of East- 
side High School, Clowney graduated from Clemson 
with honors in 2002 with a Bachelor of Arts degree in 
elementary education. In 2005, she earned a Mastet’s 
degree in education from Charleston Southern.

Alabama assistant coach Jason Lowe is in his third sea- 
son at the Capstone in 2011. 


Lowe is instrumental in the development of the goal- 
keepers. Off the field Lowe coordinates the recruiting 
efforts, handles the academics and implements the Po- 
lar Heart Rate Monitor system for training. 


Year two under Lowe saw even more accolades ac- 
cumulate for the the Tide keepers. Justine Bernier be- 
came just the second player in Alabama history to earn 
NSCAA First-Team All-Region honors. 


She also became the first Tide player since 1999 to be 
named to the All-Southeastern Conference First-Team. 
Despite being only a junior, Bernier broke the school 
records for shutouts and saves in a career. 


In his first season on the bench Crimson Tide net- 
minder Justine Bernier flourished under his tutelage, 
leading the SEC in saves per game and ranking second 
in total saves en route to being named to the All-SEC 
second-team. 


Lowe came to Alabama after serving as an assistant 
coach at Emory University in Atlanta, Ga. 


“Jason has a broad range of experience that ben- 
efits our program in a variety of ways,’ Bramble said. 
“Certainly our goalkeepers will continue to improve 
through his training, but his abilities aren’t just limited 
to that area. He has a great mind for the game, is pas- 
sionate and is a tremendous addition to the university 
community.” 


“Coach Bramble has a strong and clear vision for the 
future of Alabama soccer and I am excited to be a part 
of it,” Lowe said. “This is a university with such a pres- 
tigious athletics history. Hearing his vision for Alabama 
soccer and seeing the first class resources that the ath- 
letic department has put in place for the program, it 
is clear that he is building something special here in 
Tuscaloosa.” 


Prior to coming to Alabama, Lowe spent two seasons 
with the Emory women’s soccer program as the team’s 
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goalkeeper coach. Under his direction Lowe guided 
first-year starter Sarah Wilkerson to a NSCAA/adidas 
All-South Region selection. Wilkerson’s 0.544 overall 
GAA was the 23rd-lowest in Division III in 2008, and 
the eighth-lowest single season average in school his- 
tory. 


During his first season with the Eagles, he helped 
senior goalkeeper Emily Fedeles achieve First-Team 
AI-UAA honors, an eighth-ranking nationally in goals 
against average (0.33) and a 10th-national ranking in 
Save Percentage (0.894). Emory reached the second 
round of the NCAA Tournament in 2008 and the 
Sweet 16 in 2007. 


Lowe also served as the Director of Goalkeeping for 
Tophat Soccer Club from 2006-09. In that time the 
club’s goalkeepers have led their respective teams to 
four Georgia State Championships, two Region HI 
Premier League Championships and seven appearanc- 
es at the 2007 Southern Regional Championships. In 
2008, Lowe was the head coach of the Tophat 07 Gold 
(U19) team that won the Georgia State Championship 
and reached the Regional Finals. 


He began coaching with the Twin City Youth Soccer 
Association in 2000 where he coached the 88, 86 and 
85 Lady Twins in addition to training the club’s goal- 
keepers. He then moved to Connecticut where he was 
a staff coach with the Connecticut Football Club and 
coached the U12, U13 and U14 CFC Wolves until he 
moved to Atlanta in 2005. 


Lowe holds his USSF B License and his USSF National 
Goalkeeping License. 


Lowe graduated in 1998 from Wake Forest University 
with a degree in business and was a goalkeeper on the 
men’s soccer team. He returned to Winston-Salem in 
2000 and earned his MBA at the Babcock Graduate 


School of Management in 2002. 
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Assistant coach Jason Lowe has been instrumental

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THE SEC 


The Southeastern Conference’ sustained growth, combined 
with increasing exposure on the national and regvonal scene, 
has SEC women's soccer looking to blossom to new heights 


in 2011 and well beyond. 


The Southeastern Conference has continued its rise as one of the top conferences in 
women’s soccet. 

The 2010 women’s soccer season reaffirmed the SEC’s prominence in the country. 
Three teams from the SEC wete invited to the NCAA Tournament. Auburn, Florida and 
South Carolina all made the 64-team field. The six teams combined for a record of 2-2-1 
with the Gamecocks advancing to the third round. The SEC now has a 51-60-10 (.452) 
NCAA Tournament record in 65 appearances. 

SEC women’s soccer will begin its 19th season in the year of 2011 deeply rooted in 
the national scene of collegiate soccer. Since the SEC initiated women’s soccet as a varsity 
sport in 1993, the sport’s popularity has grown through the country and especially in the 
Southeast. A defining point in the SEC’s women’s soccer success came in 1995 when FOX 
Sports South broadcast the SEC Tournament Championship match between Alabama 
and Kentucky on a tape-delayed basis, signifying the first appearance of an SEC women’s 
soccer match on television. Southeastern Conference women’s soccer continued to grow 
over the next couple of years as the conference made a name for itself nationally. In 1998, 
the SEC had its breakout season with Florida winning the conference’s first NCAA title in 
women’s soccer in just the program’s fourth year of existence. The league led the nation 
with six NCAA Tournament teams that year, an accomplishment which firmly inserted 
the SEC as one of the major conferences in women’s soccer. The SEC also made bigger 
strides in its television coverage with three regular season matches and the SEC Tourna- 
ment championship match shown live on the SEC-TV package. In 2003, the SEC Soccer 
Tournament moved to a neutral site in Orange Beach, Alabama, signifying the growth of 
the sports’ popularity. In 2006, SEC-TV’s women’s soccer coverage was increased to four 
regular-season matches, in addition to the SEC Tournament championship match. 

The SEC began a new television agreement with ESPN in 2009. This new agreement 
has seen television coverage of SEC women’s soccer increase 300 percent from the previ- 
ous season. ESPNU, which is available in more than 73 million households, will televise 
four regular season matches in addition to the SEC Tournament championship match. 
Additionally, FOX, CSS and COX will combine to push the SEC’s television appearances 
to more than 15 matches pet year. 

That incremental growth, combined with increasing exposure on the national and 
regional scene, has SEC women’s soccer looking to blossom to new heights in the year 
2011 and beyond.
